FOR PICKET LINE DUTY 


Meet with pickets upon arrival at the picketing site to insure they are 
aware of the proper guidelines. Reexplain, if necessary, the plan you in- 
tend to follow. This should be done at the start of every new shift of 
pickets and will provide an opportunity to review recent developments or 


directives from command personnel. ar 
Do not get involved indiscussiong regarding the issues causing the strike 

or picketing. However, maintain a cordial and friendly relationship with 

the public, other employees, and the pickets. 

Make certain that, at all times, pickets remain in designated areas. Driveways; =- 


access sidewalks and doors to buildings being picketed should never be 
blocked. z 


If vehicles approaching or leaving the picketed building threaten bodily in- 


attention of the employer. Make sure the employer has been briefed on the 


for ing his ibilities. 


Review the extent of your authority with your comand officer. 


Whenever possible, provide pickets with warnings that if prohibited activity 


continues arrests will occur. 
Maintain accurate records of any and all incidents on the picket lines. 


Brief the officer that relieves you regarding any problems or uncooperative 
pickets that have caused trouble on your tour of duty. 


Don't make arrests as a show of force unless absolutely necessary.

GUIDELINES FOR PICKETERS 


You have the constitutional right to`picket peacefully. However, you will 


be subject to a fine for contempt of court if you continue to picket in 


violation of an injunction prohibiting picketing. 


Picketing will be allowed only in designated areas. This is necessary for 


your ‘own safetyrand the“ safety: of: other members of the comunity. 


Unlawful activity will not be tolerated. Unlawful activity include
